He was 
separated from hi* wife, who 
has returned to Manila in her 
native Philippines. 


OTTAWA tCP) - A split in

later James Chabot'a ultima¬ 
tum. 

Chabot delivered his deci¬ 
sion In a tel gram to the CLRA 
which bargains for 840 con¬ 
tractors, and to the building 
trades council representing 
30,000 building tradesjnen 
locked out since April 28. 

The labor minister gave 
both sides until next Wednes¬ 
day to sign collective agree¬ 
ments to accept appointment 
of a three man arbitration 
board that "would resolve 
their differences."

I would 
hate to have him operating on 
my wife the morning after 
he’s been out on a jRg. 

"Don't some of these people 
have to do something to pro¬ 
tect their ability to work? I 
think so and if driving down 
the highway is necessary, 
well I think this is what 
they’ve got to learn to do. 
There is nothlog else they 
understand." 

Hadfleld said there were 633 
highway fatalities in 1971 and 
the Motor Vehicles Branch 
operates under the assump¬ 
tion that about 50 per cent of 
these involved a drinking 
driver. As of the end of April 
this year there were 152 peo¬ 
ple who became highway sta¬ 
tistics, compared with 132 at 
the same time last year. 

Last year there were 13,309 
impaired driving charges 
laid, compared with about 
10,500 the previous year.

"British Columbians have 
got off pretty lightly in ttie 
past," he said, in comparison 
to residents el other prov¬ 
inces. 

Another added clause in die 
new amendments states that 
if s driver is convicted of im¬ 
paired driving in any other 
province or a state in the 
United State*, his licence will 
be automatically jutp^nded in 
B.C. 

Hadfleld said this section 
merely makes law what the 
branch has been doing on a 
discretionary basis in the 
past. The reason behind the 
law is that a person with a 
B.C. driver's licence must be¬ 
have responsibly on hlgliway* 
outside the province as well 
as those at home, he said. 

The brunt of the new regu¬ 
lations will be directed at the 
repeaters — there were 2,000 
last year.

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Foreign Take-Over Talk 


T IE DEGREE lo which the federal government's 
proponed restrictions on foreign take-overs of 
Canadian companies reflects economic realism as 
against emotional desire is starting to show. De¬ 
bate Kas commenced in the House of Commons on 
control legislation announced at the beginning of 
May to which there has been varied reaction al¬ 
ready. Now more words than ever are going to be 
spoken on the subject which might tend to confuse 
the issue. But through them all the basic fact must 
continue to sound loud and clear — that Canada’s 
economic dependence on the United States is not 
something that can be talked away. 

It is all very well for economic nationalists to 
say this country has to stand on its own feel, and 
to call for stiffer controls on foreign firms now set 
up here to bring about greater participation in, and 
ownership of, such companies. This is easily said. 

It is understandable that there Is resentment 
over the extent to which we depend on other coun¬ 
tries for development of our resources, the United 
States in particular. 


But Canada Iras demonstrated an incapability 

to go it alone, and from the United States has wel¬ 
comed a $35 billion investment in factories, in¬ 
dustry, businesses, loans and bond issues. 


It might be said we have gone beyond a point 
of return. 


The federal government in its foreign take-over 
legislation acknowledges this. It places no expan¬ 
sion limits on companies now operating in Canada. 


Nor does it halt foreign funds from coming in to set 
up entirely new businesses. 

As The Christian Science Monitor observes: 
"The Trudeau government has clearly taken the 
absolute minimum steps necessary to make a show 
of meeting the demands of Canadian economic na¬ 
tionalists-." 

The bill In debate proposes only that foreign 
buyers of companies worth more than $250,000, or 
earning more than $3 million a year, must demon¬ 
strate that the take-over “will resailt in significant 
benefit to Canada." 

The Monitor suggests that Prime Minister 
Trudeau's "prudent — some say timid — middle 
approach" to foreign investment in Canada is the 
only way he .could go. American dollar Investments 
in Canada provide the jobs and the commercial ac¬ 
tivity that allow Canadians to enjoy a standard of 
living parallel to that of the United States. To jeop 
ardize those investments by harsh proscriptions 
would be to jeopardize that standard of living. 

And, says The Monitor, "The political question 
thus posed is whether the Canadian people are 
willing to trade off the benefits and advantages of 
material -affluence for the satisfaction of standing 
on their own two feet economically.” 

There are those in the thick of the Ottawa 
debate who would, although they aren’t saying it in 
those words. Perhaps the take-over bill could be 
toughened up a little, but Canada is going to con¬ 
tinue to need investors from afar and there are def¬ 
inite limits as to how far controls can go before the 
point of diminishing returns is reached.

A N AMERICAN WRITER Has suggested that 
the old political saying, "As Maine goes, so 
goes the nation," may have a new application.

Husak may claim that he is 
keeping his word. He can at¬ 
tain his goal, however, only if 
he can prove' to the Czechoslo¬ 
vak people that the outside 
world remains indifferent; 
that even tiie mildest form of 
opposition is futile, and that 
detente In Europe will not 
mean relaxation in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia.

Eventual elimination of all 
oomer grocery store* in Vic¬ 
toria la one of the ojitions Hat¬ 
ed in a leaning bylaw study 
w hich la being discussed be¬ 
hind closed city hall doors. 

Elimination would result 
from declaring all existing 
comer grocery stores non¬ 
conforming to zoning cate¬ 
gories ot areas in which they 
are located. 

If such a policy were adopt¬ 
ed, lard now occupied by a 
grocery store, would automat 
ically revert to the zoning of 
tlie area in which they are sit¬ 
uated — If and when the prop¬ 
erty changes hands, or ir its 
use for commercial purposes 
is ever discontinued. 

One source said Wednesday 


such a move could result in 
complete "elimination of a 
very important part of our 
city's economy and life 
style." 

In a report, prepared by the 
city's planning department 
and kept secret by city hall, 
the future of the city's corner 
grocery stores is dealt with 
In detail. 

The report states that 
"elimination of tlie old and 
inefficient is an inevitable 
aspect of a changing city.'' 

It refers to corner grocery 
stores as "former retail out¬ 
lets " 

The * report says that the 
city could opt for "preserva¬ 
tion" of the comer grooery 
store as a recognized part If 
tlie city * retail activity, but 
warns that new stand arils 


would have to be set for their 
continued operation. 

A number of the city's 
comer grocery stores are al¬ 
ready classified as non-con¬ 
forming. They are tlioae locat¬ 
ed in areas zoned for aingle- 
family purposes. 

Most stores, however, are 
located In areaa that permit 
their operation. 

The report , just- co mp lete d 
by the planning department, 
Is to be dealt with by the 
city’s Advisory Planning 
Commission at us next regu¬ 
lar meeting. 

The commission's meetings 
are closed to the press. 

Although the matter is still 
in Us early discussion stage, 
sources said Wednesday there 
\ias already "pretty stiff op¬ 
position^' to any attempts 


aimed st declaring all of the 
city’e corner stores non-con¬ 
forming. 

As a possible alternative, 
council may consider placing 
the stores under a new zoning 
category and develop a set of 
strict regulations under which 
they may be operated, 
sources said. 

Aid. Mike Young, chgim)ftJi 
of the < ity » planning cornu it 
tee, said in an interview the 
report had been requested tie- 
cause of a number of applica¬ 
tions from store owners for 
permission to expand their 
premises. 

"We felt that tlie whole 
question of comer grocery 
stores and their place In the 
community stiould be 
reassessed," Young said 


The presence of such retail 
outlets in residential areas, he 
•aid, could help open the door 
to tlie establishment of other 
commercial businesses that 
aren't compatible with the 
area. . 

"We have to be very care¬ 
ful," Young added. 

Aid. Percy Brampton said 
l»e wouldn’t want to see a 
great expansion program con¬ 
ducted by store owners, but 
he said "tlie traditional 
comer store" has its place in 
tlie community. 

"They serve a valid pur¬ 
pose. As long as they stay 
small end don’t turn into 
shopping centres, I see noth¬ 
ing wrong with_them,"

Western States

PORTLAND. Ore. ?AP) - 
Western states members of 
the International Wood¬ 
workers of America (IWA) 
have voted to strike If neces¬ 
sary io back up negotiation 
demands.

The union has been nego¬ 
tiating with employer associa¬ 
tions and individual compa¬ 
nies almost daily since April 
14. Most contracts expire 
Thursday. 

The union Is seeking a 50 
cent an hour general wage 
boost this year with a 10 per 
cent increase in each of the 
two following years. Other 
labor demands are for more 
paid holidays, [tension plans 
for contracts not providing 
them and other benefits. 

The two sides have not In¬ 
dicated what areas of dis¬ 
agreement remain.

The newly-established mem¬ 
bership of the Order of Cana¬ 
da will recognize distinction 
In regional or professional 
services. Up to now, award* 


were for contribution to the 
country as a whole. 

Trudeau said it is designed 
to offer recognition to those 
persuns who have chosen to 
contribute their time and tal¬ 
ents to their own communi¬ 
ties, professions or other 
groups.” 

Trudeau’s announcement 
moved Canada away from the 
traditions of the |*uU under 
which the Victoria Cross was 
awarded for military hravery 
and the George Cross - or 
George Medal — was given 
for civilian courage.

Dr. Luis Nievea Falcon tea- 
titied for nearly two horns on 
studies he had made of Puer¬ 
to Rican society indicating 
Puerto Ricans are taught to 
have • negative attitude” to¬ 
wards all supporters of the in¬ 
dependence of die island. 

He said a study he made of 
Jurors showed that seven of 10 
jurors interviewed believed 
anyone accused of being a 
terrorist should lie thrown th 
jail or Bhot before trial. 

Falcon had prefaced his re¬ 
marks altoui thil study by 
commenting on another study 
on die basis of which he 
claimed the mass media and 
government officials equate 
the words indeiiendendentist 
separatist, terrorist, subver¬ 
sive and Communist. He said 
that while there are many 
kinds of independence su|>- 
|M»rters, fhey are ail equated 
with terrorists and Commu¬ 
nists. 

Pagan, a leader of the In- 
dependeiu-e movement in 
Puerto Rico, has been cllarged 
in connection witli the killing 
of die head of tiie Puerto 
llican riot squad during a 
student-police confrontation at 
die University of Puerto Rico 
:\l,.r.ii 11, 19TL 

He fled Puerto Rico after 
alleged attempts on his life. 
The U S government has re¬ 
quested his extradition to the 
l nited States where he would 
be returned to Puerto Rico. 

Ruby has argued that 
Pagan should not lie extradit¬ 
ed because there is not 
enough evidence to prove 
Pagan did kill die officer, and 
also on tile grounds die crime 
itself was a |M)litical act and 
not an extraditable offence. 

Two crown attorneys hired 
by Hie U.S. government, Gor- 
dofl Killeen and Gerald Morin 
wifi call three morapwitnesses 
Thursday to testify about 
Puerto Rico and dien both 
sides were expected to give 
their summations Friday.

Nelson said if the landlords 
are prepared 1 \o Supply mate¬ 
rials. most tenants are willing 
to repaint a house if neces¬ 
sary, and jf a woman on her 
own is unable to do the work, 
he will do it himself. 

In addition he keeps In 
touch with settled families to 
help with work if necessary, 
and has also arranged in 
some cases where the land¬ 
lord' has wanted a rent gua«* 
antee for the rent portion of a 
welfare cheque r>> go directly 
to the landlord. 

To date he has found homes 
for 22 families. 

"Most of these [teople are 
without a car and cannot 
search around for places lor 
themselves." said Nelson. 

"I just wish landlords would 
realize this service is free and 
would use this facility more."

OTTAWA (CPI Montreal 
and Toronto, Canada's largest 
urban centres, have the 
lowest retail food prices In the 
country, but Montreal has 
among the highest transpor¬ 
tation costs and Toronto ranks 
high in health and personal 
care expense for Its residents. 

These are the findings of an 
annual special survey of retail 
prices conducted by Statistica 
Canada, supplementing its 
monthly consumer price 
Index. 

The latter cannot be used to 
compare living coats between 
one city and another, bfrause 
of variations which existed in 
the biue year. 1961, and be¬ 
cause of geographic dif¬ 
ferences in housing styles. 

To get around these difficul¬ 
ties. the statistics bureau sur¬ 
veyed retail prices in Ottawa 
and 10 provincial centres in 
May, 1971,' comparing them 
with prices prevailing then in 
Winnipeg as a pivot. 

The prices reflected provin¬ 
cial sales faxes — eight per 
cent in New Brunswick, 
P.E.I., and Quebec, seven per 
cent in Newfoundland and 
Nova Scotia, and five per cent 
in all other j»rovtnces but Al¬ 
berta where there is no pro¬ 
vincial sales tax. 

The survey found that food 
prices in Montreal and Toron¬ 
to were one per cent less than 
in Winnipeg.

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Drought Sucking Last of Water Reserves 

Driest Period in History Brings Back Dust Bowl Memories in Southwest U.S.

In southern California. Ari¬ 
zona. New Mexico and south¬ 
ern Colorado, tanners and 
ran* hers have begun applica¬ 


tions for federal drought aid' 
and other emergency sub¬ 
sidies But these won’t take 
them far. And because of the 
drought, hundreds of ranchers 
are being denied normal 
access onto public grazing 
lands controlled by federal 
government.

If the drought ctoitinues, if 
no rain come* in July and al¬ 
ready heavily depleted irriga¬ 
tion wateis go further down 
tiie southwest, can expect 
heavy failures of Irrigated 
crops like those grown along 
tiie Hio Grande through New 
Mexico and d*nyn into Texas.

The drought, termed by the 
National Weather Service as 
severe or critical (with an 
empltasis on tiie latter) m 
most atfected areas, also has 
created very high or extreme 
fire hazard conditons for tiie 
southwest's forest land*, caus¬ 
ing especially grave concern 
in New Mexico and Arizona, 
where forest tires involving 
millions of acres could he im¬ 
minent.

U.S. Out of Bombs! 


WASHINGTON — It uas 
hard to believe, but ui Oc¬ 
tober 1972 the United Stales 
ran uut of bomb*. 

Secretary of Defence Mel¬ 
vin Laird broke the bad news 
to Prefcident Nixon. “I’m 
sorry, Mr President, but we 
have no bomba left to drop on 
Vietnam. We're completely 
out.’* 

"But that’s Impossible,’* the 
president sakl. “I was as¬ 
sured we had enough bmibs 
stockpiled for five years." 

"Under ordinary conditions 
we would have, liut we've 
been dropping them at such 
an accelerated rate that we 
ran exit last Friday.

REGINA (CP) — "Aloohol 
has not been proven the cause 
of alcoholism,” M. J. McCor¬ 
mick of Montreal, past vice- 
president of the Association of 
Canadian Distillers a said 
Wednesday at the Canadian 
Foundation on Aloobol and 
Dnjg Dependencies annual 
meeting. 

In a panel discussion on al¬ 
coholism rehabilitation end 
educational programs spon¬ 
sored by private and provin¬ 
cial agencies across Qanada, 
McCormick said producers of 
beverage alcohols should not 
be expected to contribute a 
disproportionate share to 
such programs. 

No such support now is pro¬ 
vided. 

Since the cause of al¬ 
coholism is pot Jbmsdl and 
there Is little evidence to sup¬ 
port the belief it is caused by 
alcohol, he said, distillers 
should be considered part of 
the concerned public and cor¬ 
porate sector, not as the 
major eupporter of euoh reha¬ 
bilitation programs. 

Distillers would* be willing 
to contribute a proportionate 
amount to educational and re¬ 
habilitation programs as a re¬ 
flection of their concern, but 
only if other corporations con¬ 
tributed proportionally on the 
same basis. 

Mcdormiek suggested the 
corporate and private busi¬ 
ness sector should be asked to 
ontrlbute jointly to such 
finds and suggested the Cana-

Tlussians came to Toronto 
'ruesday to show off their ver¬ 
sion of the short-takeuff-and- 
landing (STOL1 aircraft they 
hope to sell here, but there 
was one hitch — an engine 
wouldn’t start. 

”It happened to president 
Nixon, too, so we hope you 
won't feel too bad,” a spokes¬ 
man for the trade delegation 
told about 20 reporters, gov¬ 
ernment and business officials 
aboard the YAK-40 jet for the 
demonstration flight. 

"The igniter won't work” on 
one of the two engines, the 
spokesman Bald.

hopped into the air. 

The craft is designed speci¬ 
fically to use very short or un¬ 
finished runways, or even sod 
fields, and is ideally suited for 
inter-city commuting to down¬ 
town areas.

Mrs. Christie said she net¬ 
ted. $1.6Q for .bar 14 days ol 
Oakala labor washing dishes 
and mending socks. 

"That’s more money than I 
get at home (as a housewifei. 
But a lot of the women were 
just waiting to get out to get 
a fix (of dofiei. For them it 
(jaili is practically a hopeless 
situation just a place for 
them to get rested and ciean. 

"But a lot were just the 
same kind of people you meet 
on the outside. Except they 
got caught — tiiat was their 
crime. Like me 1 got caught 
under the landlord and Ten¬ 
ant Act," 

Mrs Christie now intends to 


lobby actively tor cnanges m 
lite Landlord and Tenant Act. 

"I realize there have been 
landUmds in the {Hist who took 
advantage of their tenants, 
fHit 1 feel when a tenant loses 
control of a situation the land¬ 
lord has to be able to take 
charge. 1m not a lawyer, so 1 
don’t pretend to know how 
diis should he put into hit 
law.

Cowichan Chief Pleased 
With Duncan Lease Plan 


DUNCAN A final usd 
kite agreement between the 
City of Duncan ami (lit* Cow¬ 
ichan Indian hand will be "a 
good tiling," said Indian Chief 
Dennis Alphonse Wednesday. 

He referred lu remarks 
made by Duncan Mayor Jim 
<juaife who on a recent visit 
to Ottawa found Indian Al¬ 
lans Department officials in a 
receptive mood and quite con¬ 
fident that there would he no 
big pmbleni holding up ihe 
minister's signature on (lie 
historic document 

Ttie Cbwichan Indian chief 
aaid the lease agreement is 
now being hnalueri at the 
Vancouver regional office of 
the Indian Affairs Depart¬ 
ment. About tiie lease agree¬ 
ment Ali<lK.mae said it will be¬ 
come a vehicle for the lietter- 
nlent of his Indian people. 

'Die agreement will enable 
the City of Duncan to carry 
out improvement* to Under¬ 
wood Street and Cowichan 
Way. In turn the city-will ui- 
etall sewer and water lines 
along these roads. 

The Cowichan chief aaid "It 
(lease agreement! is long 
overdue. We have no proper 


servu es fur this section of the 
reserve that lies' within the. 
City of Duncan boundaries." 
The chief hopes that the lease 
agreement auon will be fina¬ 
lized so that the Indian coun¬ 
cil run explain it to the band 
mem tiers 


"1 hope that all people will 
agree to it," Alphonse said. 
He added that the Duncan 
mayor had discussed his pro¬ 
posed visit to Indian depart¬ 
ment officials at Ottawa be¬ 
fore he left Duncan on lus trip 
to the east. 


‘Livelihoods Hurt’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) Government experiments are 
threatening Ihe livelihood of Indians living in the Skidegate 

reserve in the Queen Charlotte Islands, the annual conference 
of the British Columbia Indian Homemakers* Association was 

told Tuesday 

Conference delegate Caroline Wesley said she lielieves that 
scuba divers involved in a government project to classify sea 
weeds are scaring away the herring her people rely on as a 

food source. 

The people ot hkidegate are also concerned about a gov¬ 
ernment decision preventing them from selling tierrlng spawn 
to Japanese businesses, she said 

"They tell us only to catch enough to eat I km we can’t 
even get Ups because their experiments are driving all the 
fish away," Mrs. Wesley said. 

Francis Dickson, fisheries department co-ordinator of the 
Skidegale project, denied that the experiments would drive 
away Uie fish. 

"The divers are only taking samples of seaweed from tiie 
Ixrttnm, and the only boat used in the area is the one they are 
diving from," she said. 


Meanwhile, Alphon&e said, 
the Cowichan hand is left to 

pay tlue administration bill for 
the band's new social welfare 
aide Judy Bartleinan. 

Aiphunse said ihe new wel¬ 
fare aide is paid aalary and 
travel expense* by (he De¬ 
partment of Indian Affairs but 
the department’s regional of¬ 
fice at Vancouver refuses tn 
pay for any administration 
costs. 

Alphonse said that he was 
told this administration (grant 
is only available for profes¬ 
sional people and that the 
welters aide worker does not 
qualify. "1 think it u hardly 
fair for the band to have to 
lake on more responsibility. 

"They (Indian Affairs De¬ 
partment) encourage us to 
take on more i es|MjiuibiliUe* 
and they should support us a 
hundred per cent to get us off
